Pasteur’s Mehod.—If a secuon of 
the spinal cord of a rabid dog be 
inserted into the brain of a rabbit by 
trephining the latter animal becomes 
mad in about fifteen days; and when the 
virus: from this rabbit is transmitted 
to a second, and from the second to a 
third, and so on, by the same method 
of inoculation, the rabies soon becomes 
more and more pronounced, and the 
developing or iacubation period be- 
comes shorter-and shorter, uatil at the 
end of fifty inoculations & most severe 
form of madness results in about seven 
days. The virus from the last rabbits 
is of great purity and of invariable 
strength, so that similar sections of 
spinal cord may therefore be relied 
upon to produce exactly similar 
effects. It has been further shown 
that the viruleace of the pieces of cord 
slowly and quite regularly disappears 
when kept in dry air, and remsins 
unaltered when preserved in carvonic 
acid gas. Au understanding of these 
principles makes it possible to have 
constantly on hand hydrupkobic oo 
son varying in strength from harmless 
mildaess to deadliest virulence. It is 
upon these graduated poisons that 
Pasteur depends for his remarkable 
method of protecting the animal sys- 
tem from hydrophobia. Experiment- 
ing first with dogs, a little meat broth 
containing weak virus was injected
